|N enterprise of such commanding import- 
ance as the present Columbian Exposition, 
whatever else it may contain as evidence 
of progress of the world at large in the 
Industrial Arts, would certainly not be 
complete without a display of wall-paper 
decoration commensurate with the artistic 
importance and commercial magnitude of 
this great branch of decorative art. 
Whatever ideas may have originated with the manufacturers 
at the outset to display the products of the various factories at 
the exposition, after the manner of the English and French 
exhibitors, they were quickly dispelled by a comprehensive realiza- 
tion of the magnitude of the opportunity afforded them for do- 
ing something that would mark an epoch in the history of 
American wall-paper, and impress the world at large with its 
present extraordinary development. 

The executive powers in the jSTational Wall-Paper Company 
entrusted the designing and execution of their significant exhibit 
to Mr. Paul Grroeber, of the firm of H. Bartholomae & Co., one 
of the greatest artists in the trade, who deserves honorable 
mention for the great success that has attended his efforts. 

The French and English have on view papers of an extreme- 
ly showy character, some of them pictorial, and well fitted for 
admiration at first glance, and of a graphic description in lines 
that American manufacturers have not particularly followed. 
The arrangement of the wall-paper exhibits of these countries 
possesses no special novelties, while the American exhibit not 
only dominates everything shown at the World's Fair in the 
line of wall-paper, but it is admitted by everyone to be the 
most interesting and most magnificent exhibit to be seen in the 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts Building. 

The building itself, of which we give an illustration, is of 
monumental proportions, and in architectural composition fol- 



lows the lines of Louis XVI. and the Empire styles by way of 
harmony with the prevailing styles in wall paper decoration. 
It is a square structure, surmounted by a rotunda, having on 
top a bronze American eagle standing upon a representation of 
the world. The entire outside of the building is decorated with 
Lincrusta relief, from patterns executed by Frederick Beck & 
Co., after designs specially made by Mr. Groeber, the color 
being in tones of old ivory, relieved with gold on the capitals, 
vases and trophies. 

Interiorly there are five apartments occupied with five 
representative exhibits, the central chamber being occupied by 
the exhibit of Messrs. H. Bartholomae & Co., and the remain- 
ing four exhibits being those of Messrs. Frederick Beck & Co., 
The Robert Graves Co., Nevius & Haviland, and Warren, 
Fuller & Co. People going to the exhibit expecting to see only 
samples of wall- paper quickly experience an agreeable shock of 
surprise on discovering the exquisitely decorated interior, 
lighted by the soft glow of electric lights, the whole presenting 
a wonderfully soft and brilliant scene. The exclamation, "Why, 
this is marvelous!" is continually heard, as the fairy-like 
scene is disclosed to the eyes of the visitor. 

A display of industrial art that thus excites wondering 
admiration will certainly educate the public taste as to the 
higher possibilities of wall-paper. The creations of the artist- 
designers, seconded by the energies of the manufacturers, have 
developed a scheme of wall decoration unapproachable in the 
entire category of national exhibits of industrial art at the 
Columbian Exposition. The exhibit, viewed in its entirety, is 
devoted to the exalted mission of showing how manufactured 
art, with its centralized execution, can equal, if not, indeed 
surpass the feebler execution of the individual hand. The 
work executed by the artist's hand may be valuable tor its 
rarity, but machinery harnessed to art may elevate a whole 
continent of people to a higher plane of existence.
